lout the herbaceous perennials. 

Enrich the bed by adding weli 
rotted cow manure and compost 
Which has been generous 
sprinkled with a balanced com- 
mercial fertilizer, 

Division is the easiest and 
quickest means of multiplying 
most herbaceous perennials. Dig 
the plants, shake off the soil 
and you will find that they di- 
vide into units or small plants, 
most having roots, stems, buds 
or leaves. These units may be 
separated and planted. The best 
time for division is after the 


plants may be increased in this 
manner at any time. 

Cuttings and seed plantings 
may also be used. The method 
of providing plantings must be 
determined by the gardner and 
the type of perennials to be 
grown.
